The Death of a Kidnapper-Murderer In The 
Electric Chair Contrasted With The 
Home-Going of a Saint Who Won 
His Children to Christ On 
His Death Bed 


SUNDAY NIGHT SERMON OF JOHN R. RICE AT FUNDAMEN- 
TALIST BAPTIST TABERNACLE 


Friday, April 3rd, Bruno Haupt- 
mann, after long delay, went out 
to meet God and pay the penalty 
for his crimes. Sunday night I will 
preach on his crime, on the death 
penalty, and the wages of sin. 
When certain criminals were put 
to death by Pilate, Jesus preached 
on that subject, in Luke 13:1-3, 
saying, 

“Suppose ye that these Gali- 
leans were sinners above all the 
Galileans, be cause they suf- 
fered such things? 

“T tell ye, Nay; but, except ye 
repent, ye shail all likewise per- 
rish.” 


I will prove the following things 
with many Scriptures: 

1. The Bible plainly commands 
the death penalty for murderers 
and kidnapers. This is true in both 
Ord and Now Testaments. 

2. Bicod defiles the land, and the 
curse of God is on the land so that 
it cannot be cleansed except by the 
blood of the murderers. 

3. Officers of the law and gov- 
ernment, jury, judge, executioner, 
all acted as the ministers of God 
and with His authority in putting 
to death Bruno Hauptmann. 

4. Punishment may be delayed, 
but sin must certainly be punished 
as there is a God in Heaven. “Be 
sure your sin will find you out.” 

The above will be a plain, old- 
fashioned, hard-hitting, convicting, 
alarming, Bible sermon. That is the 
first half of the Sunday night ser- 
mon at the Fundamentalist Baptist 
Tabernacle.

family around him, including four 
grown sons, two daughters, some 
daughters-in-law, and a grandson, 
and one by one he asked them to 
make him a solemn vow to meet 
him in Heaven. That happened 
last Tuesday morning from 1:30 
until after 3 o’clock. I was at his 
bedside throughout the entire time. 
Brother J. A. Middleton stood at 
the head of the bed. The mother 
helped. There was an awful sol- 
emnity about it as the dying man 
who knew he would soon be in 


him, put his arms about them, told 
them of Jesus, and in my presence, 
each one, solmenly, before his bro- 
thers, sisters, his mother, and his 
dying father, promised emphatic- 
ally and with tears that they would 
meet their father. One son is a 
member of the Fundamentalist 

Church and one is a mem- 
ber of Grace Baptist Church. We 
do not know whether others had 
been saved before Tuesday morn- 
ing, but now all have claimed 
Jesus as Saviour and are ready, 
they say, to meet God and their 
father. 

Many times the father and moth- 
er had asked prayer for these sons, 
and now their prayers were an- 
swered. 

To my dying day I will never 
forget the experience. A hundred 
details proved that God wag in the 
very room. lam sure lI never 
preached and I never heard a ser- 
mon from another preacher as 
powerful as the words that came 
from the lips of Brother Tom 
Hickman before his death, No one 
who heard them will ever forget 
that scene. 

Sunday night I will tell the whole 
story of the death of this man of 
God. I am sure members of his 
family will be present and other 
witnesses. All of uS Knew, then, 
that Brother Hickman’s. work was 
done’ and’ that he would soon be 
gone, when that glorious time of 
revival was over and the last son 
saved on Tuesday morning. We 
were not surprised when Brother 
Hickman went home early Wednes- 
day morning at 4:00 o’clock. 

Strength from God was given the 
dying man, and no one could stop 
him. He would not rest until every 
son and daughter were called from 
their beds or wherever they were, 
to come, one by one, to his bedside. 
No prisoner ever stood before a 
judge and lifted his hand to swear

And when some would suggest 
that he rest, his good wife, the 
mother, would say, “No! No! Let 
him alone! This is the best work 
he has done in his life! Our pray- 
ers are being answered!” Then one 
son would help to get another one, 
and all would make room and lis- 
ten while he, too, made his peace 
with God and promised his father 
to meet him. 

There were sacred scenes and 
conversations there which I have 
not room for here, but which I will 
tell in detail Sunday night. 

DEATH! What a horrible mon- 
ster to Bruno Hauptmann, the 
criminal reaping the wages of sin! 

DEATH! What a glorious home- 
going to the saint of God, Broth- 
er Hickman, who when asked if 
there was anything he wanted, a 
little before his death, said, “Yes, 
I want to go Home!” 

Brother Hickman called for all 
the sweet singers he knew, Brcether 
Stroh, Brother and Sister Banta, 
the Matthews sisters, Misses Fairy 
Shappard and Lou Lang, and had 
them sing to him songs of Heaven. 
During the closing days of his life 
when he knew that death must be 
soon, again and again he would 
say, “Isn’t that sweet?” When 
the last of his children was saved 
Tuesday morning, he requested of 
his daughter that we sing, and we 
sang together his favorite song,

Notice the Saviour’s word again, 
“But whosoever speaketh against 
the Holy Ghost, it shall not be for- 
given him, neither in this, world, 
neither in. the world ta.come.” 

Now in Hebrews the 6th chapter, 
verses 4 to 6, 


4. “For it is impossible for those 
who were once enlightened, and 


have tasted of the heavenly gift,” 
(They didn’t eat, they just tasted) 


“and were made partakers of the 
Holy Ghost" 

(the Holy Ghost going along with 
them would be a proper translation )

Now there are those who be- 
lieve the e I have just read 
is for saved people. But it is not, 
as I will clearly show you and none 
can doubt about it. In the same 
chapter, verse 9 says—TI have just 
read verse 6-—— now verse 9 says: 

“But: beloved, we are persuaded 
better things of you, and things 
that accompany salvation, though 
we thus speak.” 


What he has been saying in He- 
brews 6:4-6 does not accompany 
salvation, but better things are for 
you who have been saved. No, 
this is not the state of a child of 
God who falls away, this is the 


‘ease of those who have been great- 


ly enlightened, tasted the heavenly 
gift, tasted the good word of God 
and the powers of the world to 
come. If they fall away from that, 
it is impossible to renew them 
again to repentance. This is not 
to a child of God, but to one who 
has never been a child of God; one 
however, who has been greatly en- 
lightened —- it is imposible to bring 
such a one back to the place of re- 
pentance, back to the point of 
turning. They cannot be brought 
back to that point again. 


Notice very carefully, the Bible 
says there is only one unpardonable 
sin. Therefore, this in Hebrews 6: 
4-6 is that unpardonable sin of a 
lost man. The Saviour said every

the sin against the Holy Ghost 
shall not be forgiven. You can say 
what you want to about Jesus and 
yet have a chance for forgiveness. 
You can reject Christ and the 
preaching of the gospel. You may 
scorn the pleas of a weeping moth- 
er, loved ones and friends, and 
later be saved, You may spit on 


the Bible, curse the name of God 
and yet you could be saved, prc- 
vided you have not yet committed 
this one unpardonable sin against 
the Holy Spirit of God, and would 
repent. There is only one such un- 
pardonable sin. 


The Unpardonable Sin is Not Mur- 
der or Adultery 


Just what is the unpardonable 
sin? It is not murder. If you have 
your hands stained with human 
blocd, you can be washed in the 
Blood of Christ and be free. I am 
sorry anybody ever murdered, but 
the Bible tells of case after case 
where people who have been guilty 
of murder, and got forgiveness. I 
will cite the case of David who was 
a murderer. Peter cut off a man’s 
ear and intended to kill him. Mos- 
es was a murderer and like to have 
gotten caught at it. I am sorry 
that they sinned. But one of these 
days I will meet them in Heaven 
because they were saved. Murder 
is not the unpardonable sin. 


Adultery is not the unpardonable 
sin. You remember the case where 
the woman was taken in the very 
act of adultery. She was brought 
to Jesus, as the 9th chapter of John 
tells. Jesus said to her, “Woman, 
where dre thine accusers? Hath 
no man condemned thee?” She an- 
swered back, “No man, Lord.” And 
when she called Him ‘Lord’, the 
Saviour said, “Neither do I con- 
demn thee, go and sin no more.” 
And she went away forgiven and 
saved, though she was a terrible 
sinner. The sin of adultery is not 
the unpardonable sin. Though it 
is a terrible sin with a terrible 
price to pay, it is not the unpardon- 
able sin. 


Unpardonable Sin Not Taking 


God's Name In Vain 


Another thing, taking God's 
name in vain is not the unpardon- 
able sin. ‘Cursing is a terrible sin. 
It is one sin that makes a fool out 
of a man. A man can ‘cuss’ and 
‘cuss’ until he is nothing but an 
‘old cuss. A man may steal be- 
cause he is hungry or his family 
is hungry, or kill somebody be- 
cause he has been greatly wronged. 
There is some provocation for near- 
ly every kind of sin in the world. 
The devil says to a man, “You will 
prosper by stealing.” He says, 
“You will have pleasure by getting 
drunk.” He says, “If you do this, 


or do that or the other, I will pay 
you so and so.” But the devil says

God 
knows the depth of the cancer of 
sin, and He puts that command 
about taking His name in vain 
before the command about murder. 
It is more important in God’s sight. 
It more nearly reveals the state 
of the human heart, and the ter- 
rible, terrible sin that is in the 
heart, ,Jesus said, “Out of the 
abundance of the heart, the mouth 
speaketh,” and a blasphemous 
mouth shows a rotten heart. God 
will not hold him guiltless that 
taketh His name in vain. Whether 
you are a woman who uses “Christ” 
“God,” “Lord,” “Jesus,” cr “Al- 
mighty,” as a by-word or exclama- 
tion, or a man who gets angry and 
curses with vile blasphemy, or a 
preacher that repeats a joke he 
has heard using the name of God 
in it without meaning it reverently 
—it is the same sin—a terrible 
sin,, and God will not hold him 
guiltless that taketh His name in 
vain, But that is not the unpar- 
donable sin. 


Unpardonable Sin Not Ascribing 
Works of Holy Spirit to Satan 
Well, what is the unpardonable 

sin? 

But first let me tell you some 
other things that are not the un- 
pardonable sin. Some one says, 
“Don’t you believe that when you 
ascribe the works of the Holy Spir- 
it to. the devil that that is the un- 
pardonable sin?” Many good men, 
and good preachers, too, make that 
mistake. Dr. Scofield in his notes 
in the Scofield Bible makes that 
mistake. But that is not the un- 
pardonable sin. I went to hold a 
revival campaign in Waxahachie, 
Texas. I went independent of any 
church, and rented a big mule barn.
